The Chiese say
that when the Russiang abandoned
Takue Kao they polsoned the water
sources, Adimarl Kataoka is investi-
gating the charge.

derstorm.

LONDON—The sudden iInterrup-
tion of the cable between Japan and
Corea is congldered significant of the
imminence of {mportant operations at
Port Arthur, the Japanese having tak-
en precaution, as usual, to cut the
only means of communleation with
the outside world and thus enable its
naval and military forces to work
with absolute secrecy.

No attention is paid in London to
rumors that the storming of the fort-
ress has already begun, because it is
lknown that a the battle of Kin Chon
General Oku had exhausted his am-
munition, and an insufficient period
has elapsed during which the stores
of ammunition could be renewed and
slege guns hrought into position.
